¢.gnature thereon with the signature upon the applicant's registration record and, if the 
signatures correspond, then the inspector shall certify such fact by affixing his initials upon 
said request. The applicant for transfer, after having signed an application to vote as 
provided in Section 523 of this act, shall then be permitted to vote in such precinct for that 
primary or election only. ne applicati ion nitor transfer shall De. filed with the Township. City

The successes of George 
Rouyets Clan in the West — par- 
ticularly his capture of Fort 
Sackville at Vincennes and Lt. 
Gov. Henry Hamilton of Detroit 
along with it — convinced the 
British commander at Michili- 
mackinac that the fortification 
timate shuuld be moved io a 
safer location, The stronghold 
at the up of Michigan's lower 
peninsula had been built by the 
French about 1715, and it was 
taken over by Great Britain in 
1761. 

On the way to his new assign- 
ment at Michilimackinac in the 
fall of 1779. Lt. Gov. Patrick 
Senctair stopped at nearby 
Mackinac Island and thet visit 
plus a subsequent inspection 
tour convinced him that it would 

ea much cotter to nm for 
the British base guarding the 
straits between Michigan's pen- 
insulas. He was particularly 
impressed by the excellent 
natural harbor on ihe south side 
ot the island and by a nearby hiii 
that rose abruptly to a hzight of 
150 feet above the surface of 2 
waler, 

Sinclait believed that a fort 
built atop the till would be safe 
from artillery fire. His view was 
not contested during the revo- 
lution because the rebels never 
came close to the fort. But 
during the War of 1812 a British 
force took the stronghold from 
Americans when it succeeded in 


mounting & a cannon on a higher 


hill io the north of the fort. Late 
in that war another commander 
named Sinclair — Captain Ar- 
thur Sinclair of the U. S, Navy 
~ planned to bombard the fort 
from the water. He failed be- 
cause he couldn't elevate his 
guns high enough to hit the 
tort. 

When he replaced Cot. Arent 
de Peyster as lieutenant gover- 
nor at Michilimackinac in Oc- 
Sinclair 
wrote iv itis Supend7s that the 
old fort was “incapable of being 
secured against any annoyance 
but small arms.” He contended 
that the “isiand would be our 
place of greatest safety with 
even temporary works.” He sent 
designs for the proposed con- 
struction on the island to Fred- 


erick Haldimand, governor of 
Auahec, and than witheet waite 


ing for approval started work on 
the project that winter. A wharf 
was constructed 150 feet out in 
Haldimand Bay (named diplo- 
matically py Sinclair for his 
superior) and a blockhouse 16 
feet square was erected for 
‘protection from the bitter cold 
at the straits and from potential 
‘attack. By February a squad of 
nine men had cleared four acres 
on the nill where the fort was to 
be erected, saving the large logs

For the next couple years 
work on the island stronghold 
continued, with some buildings 
being constructed of the timber 
and limestone found on the 
island. In addition, buildings at 
the old fort on the mainland 
were taken apart and hauled 
across the ice to be reconstruct- 
ed on the island. These in- 
cluded a barracks, guardhouse 
and storehouse which, with a 
powder magazine, were the first 
structures to be completed 
within the walls of the new 
fortification. 

The next building to be erect- 
ed at Fort Mackinac was 2 
quarters tor the officers. Still 
standing, it and the three block- 
houses of the fort which were 
alse built ducing the 1780's are 
among the oldest structures In 
the Old Northwest. The stone 
walls of the officers quarters 
range in thickness from two and 
a half to eight feet. During 
recent years ine basement of 
the building has served as a tea 
room for tourists visiting the 
fort. Major restoration of the 
building, a Michigan Bicen- 
tennial project, is now under- 
way. 

Al the site of the old fort at 
Mackinaw Gity, the sloop Wel- 
come is being reconstructed as 
another feature of Michigan's 
Bicentennial observance. The 
original Welcome, along with 
the Felicity and the Hope, 
hetped to transfer people and 
cargo to the new fort and also 
brought supplies from Detroit. 

Another of the buildings 
transferred to the island was the 
Church of St. Anne. On the 
mainland it had stood within the 
walls of the fort, but on the 
island it was iocated in the 
traders village below the fort.
